Hpe 
has shitted the play to the early 190O's, immediately 
prior to the First World War. 

"I selected, that period," he said, "because it re- 
flects best what I see in the play. The pre-World War 
I aristocracy was very naive. They didn't really know 
%hat was hai^ning in the world— it was just one great 
big happy place. They didn't see the cracks that were 
occurring and that would, eventually, throw the world 
into the chaos of war. A few people did see the cracks 
and had a sudden insight into the void we were about 
to fall into. As You Like It, to me, is very much related 
to that big shock." 

Hite and his students will present As You Like It 
from Thursday through March 11 at 8 p.m. in the Col- 
lege's Chapel. Reservations for the limited seating will 
be accejAe^ by calling the College at 461-3232.

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Council objects 
to Pickett move

City Council has taken issue with a bill now before 
the General Assembly which would obligate the city 
to discontinue water service in cases of delinquent 
sewage bills with private utilities. 

However, Council went ahead to propose amendments 
t« Uie bill which would make it more palatible in the 
event &e bill became law. 

Councilman Patrick L. Standing said, "It seems we're 
being mtde policeman for private utilities in collecting 
fees. ..We're asking the General Assembly to pass a 
bill to let us cut the wattr otf...Why don't we have a bill 
preventing private utilittts from cutting sewage lines?" 

Passes ths Houst 

The bill, which would be a state-wide measure, was 
sponsored by Virginia Beach Delegate Owen Pickett 
and has already passed the House of Delegates. Under 
the bill, the delinquent occupant of a property will be 
"given two months to stop disposing of waste in the pri- 
vate system. If this is not done,' the utility notifies 
the water supplier, in the case of Virginia Beach, the 
city, and within five days the water bas to be cut off. 
If the city does not do this, the legislation gives the 
private sewage company the right to shut off the water. 
It is this last feature of the bill which was objec- 
tionable to the City administration and an amendment, 
which is being presented to Pickett, deletes the sec- 
tion which gives the private company the right to shut 
off the supply of water. In addition, CouncU is asking 
for a new paragraph to be added to the bill giving 
the city the right to establish a reasonable fee for 
discontinuing and reestablishing service and establisb- 
in administrative regulations to insure proper notice 
to the customer. 

Attention came late 

City Manager George h. Hanbury, at an informal 
Council meeting Monday, said thatthe bill didn't come 
to his attention until late last week. In Virginia Beach, 
the problem relating to public utilities is magnified 
because there are more private utilities furnishing 
sewage disposal than public. While 12,000 properties 
are served by public utilitlfs, 18,000 are served by 
six private sewage utilities located in the city Septic 
tanks served the remainder. 

Health hazard arises 

A health hazard arises, Hanbury, said, because the 
private utility is permitted by the State Corporation 
Commission to cut off the sewage lines on a delin- 
quent property and plug them up. However, so long 
as water service continues, sewage is generated, and 
residents unplug the lines allowing the sewage to run 
out in the open. 

Councilman Charles W. Gardner said that while he 
can see the health hazard, is the intent of the bill to 
collect bills or prevent a health hazard?" 

"What Pat's (Standing) saying," Vice Mayor George 
R, Ferrell said, "is the city is going to be a tool to 
collect." 



As Councilman John A. Baum saw the problem, 
the pubUe-^ieuld 4ake over the entire job of sewage 
disposal. 

Haitbury said the "ultimate answer" is for the public 
utilities „to acquire all the utilities. He said he did 
not know of another mubucii»Uty the size of Virginia 
Beach which had so many private utilities. The Hamp- 
ton Roads Sanitation District is the public agency which 
furnishes sewage disposal in Virginia Beach. 

Hanbury said th^t Jhe city receives approximately 
10 to 22 reports a yeaKtf incidences where the sewage 
lines have been plugged by private utilities. 

Councilman John R. Griffin suggested that the pri- 
vate utilities, just like other businesses, have re- 
course to Small Claims Court to collect their bills. 

Instead of passing a little legislation to prevent a 
health hazard. Standing said, "let's pass a law to pre- 
vent pollution. " 

Payne treads softly 

Mayor J. Curtis Payne said, "We shouldn't criticize 
Pickett. He represents other citizens, too." 

Councilman Robert B. Cromwell, Jr., noting the leg- • 
Islation was scheduled to come up Tuesday, in the Sen- 
ate said the city was obligated to furnish amendments 
"to protect the city." 

The bill actually sets up the same procedures for 
private uHMties that are In existence now for the 
Hampton Roads Santiations District. Les Lilley, as- 
sistant to the city manager, said that last year the 
HRSD bad 700 delinquent accounts. Water was shut off 
in 284 of these cases. 

Toward the end of last year, Hanbury had authorized 
the water to be cot off where delinquent accounts were 
with a private utility to prevent a health hazard. 
Dr. William Crawford, head of the city's health de- 
partment, had suggested something be done to prevent 
the health hazard, but the practice was discontinued 
when it was declared illegal. 

It could help 

Hanbury said that with the minor changes suggested 
in the amendments, the bill "could be helpful," but 
that it should not be mSndatory. He said that once a 
private utility cuts off the sewage, the customer has 
to pay from $60 to |100 to reconnect which causes 
an economic problem which could be averted by merely 
cutting off the water. 

Sam Houston, who spoke at a public session of 
Council said that something is in order from a health 
stan<:b»int, but tliat ''people should be considered... 
Some provision should be made which takes the side 
of the cnstomer." The private utiUties have to Obli- 
- gallon, he said, to let the City know what steps they're 
taking to secure payment before coming to the City. 
Houston is a City Council candidate and attends weekly 
me^ings of CouncU. 

The sli private companies handling sewage in Vir- 
ginia Beach are Holland Utilities, Princess Anne Utili- 
ties, Pembroke UtUlties, KempsvUle UtUitles, County 
UtUities and Aragona Utilities.

The legis- 
lature antroved the measure in the 
early 1960's and bonds were sold 
in m%. 

One of the best advantages of the 
bond issue was ready cash, which 
gave officials the ability to demand 
a quick job. They placed a fixed time 
limit on construction and set a heavy 
$1,000 penalty for any late work. 
Other advantages such as the low 



four per cent interest rate,- made the 
bond issue practical. 

But the big advantage was 
the speed of building the system. Old 
records show it took almost a year 
to make two miles of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 

Revenue from the tolls reached a 
peak in 1975, the latest figures avail- 
able. Some $4,534,000 was taken in 
during '75, a big increase over the 
$1,942,000 raised in 1968, the first 
year of openition. The increase has 
been steady, the lowest increase came 
in 1974 when the jump was onlyabout 
$30,000. That was blamed on the 
energy crises. 

The way it looks now, it would 
take a change in legislation to lower 



or end the toll. Department of High- 
way officials feel the money saved 
by using the expressway, in rela- ' 
tion to time and gas, justifies the 
price, 

"We have had very few complaints, " 
Qraiige.lndira.ted. "1 remembei^ one 
per^lon wto 'toldt lis fie "was iidf In 
favor of the toll and woul^ never 
us it.

This week, I would like to address myself to the issue 
of considerable concern to the citizens of Virginia 
Beach-the high cost of electricity and how it can be 
contained. 

In order to more effectively review the never ending 
rate Mke requests, I have felt that the State Corporation 
Commission should be expanded. I have introduced House 
Bill No. 498 which would enlarge the State Corporation 
Cdiniaiifeion from 3 to 5 members, as permijto dj 
"UOfTterTCeiiStiruQon. The intreased ifiembership s^a 
enable the SCC io deal more effectively with its wide 
range of duties; especially the electricity problem. 

Also, it is imperative that the SCC have the authority 
to examine the entire operation of the electric compan- 
ies. When VEPCO comes before the State Corporation 
Commission and requests a rate hike, after excessive 
costs have occurred, it is very difficult for the SCC 
to deny the increase at that late date. 

The rate bike requests are only the tip of the ice- 
berg. Beneath them are major financial and manage- 
ment decisions on which the increased rate request 
is based. In order to more realistically deal with the 
situation, I have Introduced legislation which will give 
the State Corporation Commission the right to period- 
ically Inspect the utility company operations. 

This inspection would Include reviewing management 
practices, purchasing policies and the construction, 
maintenance and operation of their power generating 
and transmission facilities. 

The State Corporation Commission should also be 
empowered to inspect customer service, customer re- 
lations and computer processing operations. This would 
permit regular review of the utility companies' opera- 
tions, not just at the time of rate Increase hearings. 

At the time of rate hike requests, present consumer 
representation is inadequate. Governor Godwin has sug- 
gested that we create another office of Consumer 
Advocate in the office of the Governor. Instead, I 
had introduced legislation which would keep this duty 
in m Attorney General's Office. This office already 
exists and possesses staff and some expertise. 

This new legislation should give the Attorney General 
the authority to do what is needed to properly represent 
the consumer In electricity rate cases.

JoAn A. Fahey, associate professor ot foreign languages 
and literature has been named chairman of the department 
effective August 1.

But Virginia Beach is at the fore- 
front of this new movement in school 
athletics, and the idea of "FT" for 
physical training is now outdated. 
Photographs such as this set by Don 
Wohlgemuth at the courthouse, 
Kellam High and Hermitage Elemen- 
tary perfectly illustrate the point. 

The old "p.e." or "gym" had a 
good purpose, to exercise young 
bodies so they could grow stronger 
and better. But the new Physical 
Education goes far beyond that. 

Its purpose is to make sure that 
children learn what they need to 



know about body skills and how to use 
them now and when they become 
adults. 

In addition, the new ghysical Edu- 
cation "jpii^'ritiS teaSi "ffittlme 
sports" by which children learn to 
keep their bodies in good health 
in a pleasurable way. 

In Virginia Beach, physical edu- 
cation is not only helpful immedi- 
ately, but also prepares children for 
productive lives, in the same way 
as other parts of the public school 
curriculum. 

And because their bodies are so 
very important to the way they t'hink 
and feel an^ act, learning how to 
function well physically is one of 
the best life assurances children 
can have.

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Lynnhaven DAR cops state honor 



Tbe itcontly-organized Lynnhaven Pftrlsh Cbapter, 
Dti^hters of the American Revolitfion is the first ne«r 
chapter of the DAR to be organized in Virginia during the 
Bicentennial year. 

Appropriately the new chapter held its organization 
meeting in a replica of the home of John Langdon, anient 
Revolutionary War patriot, signer of the Constitution ami 
President of the first U. S. Senate. This is tbe New Hamp- 
shire House, 529 Dillingham Blvd. 

The New Hampshire House was one of the buildings 
erected by the various states for the Jamestown Tricen- 
tennial Exposition in 1907. New Hampshire reproduced the 
home of its native son, John Langdon, the: original of 
which, built in 1784 , still stands in Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire and is the property ofthe Society for the Pre- 
servation of New England Antiquities. 

The New Hampshire House is presently the residence 
of Vice- Admiral Richard E. Rumble, Commandant ofthe 
Fin|> Naval District. Mrs. Rumble, hostess forthe meeting 
is an orgniting member of the new DAR chapter as is 
her daughter, Miss Rebecca Rumtile. 

Although officially located in Virginia Beach the new 
cbapter also has new members residing in Norfolk and 
Greenville, N. C. This is the first new chapter of the DAR 
to be organized in Virginia Beach since 1951. 

besignatsd by Asswnbly 

The new chapter took its name from one of the oldest < 
designated areas in Virginia Beach. The boumbries of 
Lynnhaven Parish were first designated by the Assembly 
at Jamestown in 1642 and can be found in Hening's Statutes 
At Large. "Act XVI. Be it further acted and confirmed 
upon petition ofthe inhavitants of Linbaven parish, by the 
Governor, Council and Burgesses of tbe Grand Assembly 
that the parish of Linhaven be bounded asfoUoweth (vizt) 
To begin at the first creek shootii^ out of the Chesapeake 
Bay called the Little Cr^ek including a^the branches of 
the said creek and thence extending lo the bead of the 
eastern branch of the Elizabetb River to a creek on the 
northward side of the said branch called Broad Creek 
provided it not be prejudicial to the Elisabeth River and 
the Southern Shore by taking away any part of tbe said 
< parishes. 

And it is further enacted and confirmed by tbe authority 
aforesaid that tbe inhabitants of Lymibaven Parish shall 
not be compelled to be exercised in martiall discipline 
beyond the lymitts of said parish. And that tbe said par- 
ishioners shall have free liberty and privilege of electing 
and choosing Burgesses for the said parish." These par- 
ish boundaries were later used when Princess Anne Coun- 
ty was set apart from Norfolk County in 1691. Princess 
Anne County became a part of the City of Virginia 
Beach in 1963.

The consenntlM guide- 
lines were adi^ad to promote gas c(»»ervation be- 
cause of the national shortage in gas supplies. A sche-

terminated if necessary, when gas supplies are teade- 
qfote to meet the requirements of all customers. 

Each gas company has filed tariffs conforming to,, 
and imidemeotUtt, the Commission's rules. A public 
hearing was held on December 12, 1975, for the pur- 
pose of aHowlng interested parties to submit testimony 
on the Commission's rules and the gas companies' 
tarifls filed in compliance with the rules. As a residt 
of that hearing, the Commission supplemented its rules 
by letter of January 8, 1976, which provided that Rules 
Nos. 2 and 3 set forth in the Commission's rules on 

SIS service should be administered with flexibility by 
e Individual companies in (iroviding gas service to 
interruptible customers and in providing service to ex- 
isting and new customers. A c(q>y of the Commission's 
present rules on natural gas priorities and conserva- 
tion guidelines and a copy of the letter of January 8, 
1976, may be reviewed in^tbe offices of the State Cor- 
poration Commission or at any office of the gas com- 
pany wh^ the customer's gas bill may be paid.

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I Council gets strong pitch 
for revenue bond financing

The only way the City of Virginia Beach can accom- 
: plish its goals of providing water and sewers is through 
: revenue l»nd financing. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury came on strong 
' for revenue twnds in presenting his five-year Capital 
Improvement Program to City Council. The toal pro- 
gram has a price tag of 1184,724,976 to Ijb spent from 
: 1977 through 1981. Of this amount, the lion's share 
;of $56,361,000 is earmarked for water and sewer 
; projects. 

The water and sewer projects are In ine with Council's 
priorities, Hanbury said. For the first time, he said, 
the Beach Council is being aSked to consider rivenue 
bonds tor project financing. "If we're going to put 
In water and sewers. . . we have to,'* Hanbury said. 
He named Henrico as one Virginia subdivision which 
uses revenue bond financing. 

"There is probably not another municipality In the 
state, - in the nation," he said, with debt restrictions 
like those in Virginia Beach. The city has two restric- 
tions, he said-a lower debt limit and a maximum limit 
for each Calendar year. While the State constitution 
permits debt up to 18% of the assessed value of real 
estate, the City Charter limits debt to 10%. In ad- 
dition, during one calendar year, the City may incur 
a debt of no more than $10 million plus what has been 
retired during the previous year. . 

Revenue bonds differ from general obligation bonds 
in that they pay for themselves through service fees, 
line fees, tap fees and the like. 

Hanbury recommended that a consultant make a rate 
study of determine what receipts can be expected from 
water and sewer projects.

Unless the city uses Revenue Bonds^ Hanbury said, 
it will be "severly limited" in supplying water, sewers 
and much needed office space which can be financed 
'With general obligation bonds. 

^xty-four new projects are among the 300 projects 
scheduled for this year. Of these, Hanbury said, about 
75% are for water and sewer. 

Councilman John A. Baum said he likes the idea of 
getting water and sewer "in a separate package" 
rather from the "general tax funds.' 

Councilman Floyd E. Waterfield, Jr., said that with 
revenue bonds, "people who don't n^ed water and sewer 
won't have to pay lor them." He added that water 
and sewer are the only projects that will pay for 
themselves. 

Vice Mayor George R. Ferrell said the city "can 
make them pay for themselves," referring to city or- 
dinance which require a home owner to hook on to 
sewer within three years of the time they become 
aVUUable. , 

Over the five years, the budget includes the following: 

Schools - 122,700,000; engineering and highways - 
$52,196,368; buildings -$40,053,723; parks and re- 
creation - $13,413,885; water utility -$27,384,000; and 
sewer utility - $28,977,000. 

Financing includes $46,400,000 with $7,500,000 being 
sought for the budget year 1976-77. 

Hanbury said the CIP is not intended to be adopted 
but to be used as a guide. "It can be changed and if 
should be changed," he said, as the public as well' 
as the comcil chagnes priorities. He said, however, 
that the program repesents what "realistically can 
beaccomidished." > „.«

"The key to the future is new sources of energy.

Fail- 
ure to act decisively and soon will (mly cause us to 
be further behind than we already are. 
iP' "For the present we citisens should make ourselves 

aware of the energy crisis, for it is real and it won't 
go away. We should strive to conserve energy use in 
every way possible and instill these c(»servation prac- 
tices in our children as marks of good citizenship. 
"We should also demand that our elected executive 
and legislative leaders face up to the problem and come 
up with a workable solution. When elected I will do all 
in my power to get the energy project off the ground

The next five days saw them: finish walls above steel, 
nnigh in plumbing and pour slab, dig out pits and pour 
them, then it snowed, then they set steel on the roof, and 
the weather continued as cold and windy. 

Bricklayers completed masonry work on the parafet 
walls Jan. 20 along with the painting and placing in of 
windows. The following day pits were done and the rpof 
put on., Jan. 22 work neared an end. Slabs were tampbed, 
beating and air conditioning was completed, and the pits 
were backfilled. Gutters and sewers were done wthin i4 
hours and finally Jan. 24 — ISdaysafter starting the pro- 
ject — the Midas plant was reality.

Technology in schools

This is the age of technology. 

And technology has come to the Beach. 

In a sense it comes here in the form of television 
but with a delicate twist--actuaHy, the story is video 
tape recording and production in our schools. 

Sound confusing? 

It isn't. 

--Student Tim Hatton watches with interest, then ad- 
justs tracking on a video tape machine. 

— Plasa Junior High's, ninth grader J. R. Rutledge 
makes a try as a TV crewman, complete with record 
player, music, a monitor, and of course, professional 
earphones. 

--Mrs. Harriette Kelley, audio-visual aide at Kemps 
Landing School records another school activity. The unit 
has l)een used to tape important happenings: presenta- 
tion of the President's Fitness Award and other pres- 
tigious events. She sees the machine as a big plus, 
a great asset, and for coming on to three years now, 
Kemps Landing has been utilizing the tape unit to a 
great extent, and all have benefitted therefrom. 

Video tape careers 

In a nutshell: 

Throughout the Virginia Beach school system there 
are numerous career-oriented programs which are out- 
standing and of great value to the students involved 
in them. Among these is a program centered around 
the video tape recorder and its many uses. 

Relatively new to the Virginia Beach area, this Work 
Experience Program was first introduced at Plaia Jun- 
ior High School in 1972. Its purpose has been to train 
students to handle many functions of the video tape re- 
corder normally assigned to the classroom teacher. 

36 in program 

There are 36 students (known throughout the sctoolas 
TV crewmen) who run this program under the guidance 
of two adult directors. The students running the program 
do so on a volunteer basis, and there is al«Sfs a long 

wattlngUst. . _- ..,.„,, 

Mature and responsbile students with a real interest 
are the type desired. Some of their duties include act- 
ing as TV cameramen, cleaning the equipment, setting 
up for a filming, video-tape recording a program off 
—the air, seeing that recorded programs are shown back 
to the individual classrooms at the proper times, and 
putting the equipment away each time it is used. 

Two-room studio 

All of the work associated with this program is done 
in k two- room studio which is known to the student 
body as WPJH-TV. One room is the control room 
whici is complete with monitors, video tape recorders, 
patch in panels for putting video tape recorded programs 
through to the classrooms, and many more Intricate 
pieces of equipment. The other room contains four TV 
cameras and this is where all the necessary scenery 
or any other props needed for the filming of a pro- 



duction are set up. ; 

Whatever is filmed by the cameras goes directly 
onto a cassette in the video tape recorder, thus making- 
it possible to view the results whenever desired. 

Both teachers and students may benefit from the pro- 
grams recorded in the school's TV stddio. The stu- 
dent crewmen record programs off the air (with the use 
of a video tape recorder) at the request ot the teachers. 
These video-taped programs are then played, upon re- 
quest, back to the students by pt^tching them into tele- 
visions In the classrooms. By this methokl the teachers 
can offer information and experiences w)iich otherwise 
could not be offered in the classroom. 

They film Classroom 

In the studio, students may be filmed doing a class- 
room activity or presenting a program created by one 
or more of the students. Any student or students In- 
terested in doing a program may use the studio faci- 
•lities. Regardless of the type of program presented, 
the students involved have the opportunity to view their 
own efforts once it has been completed. 

"Teachers who have used television for this purpose, 
have fbund that they can improve their effectiveness

We have also seen an improvement in the self image 
a student has «fter viewing and evaluating his indivi- 
dual performance," William Pippin, dlrefctor of television 
at Plaz Junior High School, explained. 

Outside of classroom filming the school has Its own 
TV news program, "Tip Off", which Is seen two to three 
times a week" throughout the school. This program in- 
cludes school news Items such as school sports, club 
activities, school dance announcements, the week's menu, 
recognition of outstanding Individuals in the school, and 
many, more Interesting things to the students at Plaza 
Junior High. This type of program helps to unify a 
school in many ways, such as promoting school spirit 



and putting students otherwise virtually unknown Into 
the limelight. 

Pippin added that students who have not done well In 
other school areas surpass themselves when working 
In the studio. 

Program is popular 

The Work Experience Program has proven to be quite 
popular with the students Involved. If one visited Plaza 
Junior High School and talked to the students operating 
the equipment in the studio, he would find that their 
enthusiasm lor their work Is overwhelming. They enjoy 
thjs type of work so much that most of them express 
a desire to further their education In this field and make 
a career out of some aspect of it.

Video-tape recoi^lngs of TV programs and filmed 
programs put on video tape by the students themselves 
have proved to be so advantageous to teachers and stu- 
dents alike that, undoubtedly. Plaza Junior High School 
Is just the first of many schools In the Virginia Beach 
school system to have such a program. 

Having audio-visual aides such as have been pointed 
out not only enables the teachers to bring new curri- 
cula to their students In a more interesting and capti- 
vating way, but it can also serve as a unifying factor 
fbr the school and,>perhaps, most Impoi-tantly can pro- 
vide the groundwork for a tul-fllllng career In the future.

In an order dated October 8, 1975, the State Corpora- 
tion Commission adopted conservation guidelines and a 
schedule of priorities for available gas supplies to be- 
come effective lor gas service provided from Novem- 
ber 1, 1975 to April 1, 1976. The conservation guide- 
lines were adopted to promote gas conservation be- 
cause of the national shortage in gas supplies. A sche- 
(hile of priorities was adopted to prescribe the order 
in which service to customers will be reduced, or 
terminated if necessary, when gas supplies are Inade- 
(]iiate to meet the requirements of all customers.

on the Commission's rules and the gas companies' 
tariffs flled in compliance with the rules. As a rrault 
of that hearing, the Commission suiq)lemented its rules 
by letter of January 8, 1976, which provided that Rules 
Nos. 2 and 3 set forth in the Commission's rules on 
gas service should be administered with flexibility by 
the individual companies in providing gas service to 
InterruptlUe customers and In providing service to ex- 
isting and new customers.

"The council has already approved 
our five-day work week," PheUis said, 
"tt shouU start hi July, and it wiU 
be a welcome break during the sum- 
mer."

"! go to Tidewater, " Pbe^s ad- 
mitted. There are some of us that 
take advantage of the college courses 
availalde.

Many other Ideas, more ^Mline M ^ttl^K^^e 
It, wandered through my mind. At times I was tempted 
to list even the ridiculous for consideration. Like 
Irving, George, or maybe Spot. Certainly they would 
attention getters anyway. I mean, whoever heard of 
a column named Irving? 

That was all fun, but I was still off the mark- 
obviously. 

Flash from above? 

Then, as with other success stories, the answer 
came to me suddenly, in a proverbial flash of inspira- 
tion. There it is, up there at the top of the column. 
If you can stand it, I might even tell you that is secretly 
subtitled 'an occasional breath of hot air from the 
Sun." 

The nam; is very symbolic if you really analyse 
it out. First, there's the word "Great". Show of con- 
fidence, thinking big, potential future popularity of the 
column and all that. 

Then there's "Eastern". Well, after aU, that's where 
we are. In the East. Eastern Virginia. East Coast. 
The Sun is obviously one of the easternmost news- 
papers published in Virginia,.

Pendleton worth effort

This week the House of Delegates passed a|7.5 billion 
Virginia budget fbr the next two years.

The Pendleton Project is a joint Virginia Beach-Chesa- 
peake program which has won national acclaim. I was be- 
gun in 1973 with the goal of early idaitification, diagnosis, 
and treatment of potential juvenile probteffls. 
■ It is stafied by professunals from the social and med- 



ical fields and works with children from the ages of six to 
twdve who have been referred by the school system, pub- 
lic agoicies. or the courts. It is basically an out-patient 
program but does have residential facilities for short- 
term care. 

The project has a 75 per cent success rate and has be- 
come a model Jor other localities and states. The Pendle- 
ton Project is unique in that it deals with potential pro- 
blems, hereby alleviating many serious problems for the 
individual and the community in \be future.

wiiile Cox has no Installation charge 
(althougb a charge was in the com- 
pany's application). The $7.50 single 
set rate, he sakl, is comp^itive and 
comparatde. 

Of the local shareholders in VBTV, 
he said they have "good intentions" 
but that "good intentions are not 
enough." It's best, he said to grant the 
franchise to the company which had 
broad local ownership and p^^byen 
ability, 'rtthef'^han to one with ccm- 
fused ovmership with unproven ability 
to raise money. 

The most important criterion, he 
said, is financial capability. 

Craig Marr, assistant treasurer, 
said the evaluation committee did 
not point out the financialgapbetween 
the companies. Lenders are not in- 
teresting in lending money to a shell 
corporation to build one system, he 
said. 

Cox is owner or associated with 
several TV and radio stations and 
newspapers and has the CATV fran- 
chises in Norfblk and Portsmouth. 

VBTV has no media interests. 

' Marr called ttie 80% coverage pro- 
ject by VBTV unreliable, and said it 
"romantically conceived proposals 
have no chance." 

Thomas Maguire, director of pro- 
gramming for Cox, said that the pos- 
sfcility must be considered that local 
programming will not come about 
wthout financial technical or opera- 
tional abflity. 

Reid Spencer, attorney for Cox, said 
the VBTV was a "compilation of pro- 
mises" which are overcptimistic. 

Henry W. Harris, president, said 
Cox is one of the tev companies which 
has continued to expand during the 
recent period of tight money and high 
interest rates. 

. Mike Savvides, preskient of VBTV 
promoted his company on the basis 
of tocal ownersh^. He said Virginia 
Beach has no TV station, no daily 
newspaper, only one radio station 
(daylight), no communicattons of its 
own. As the third largest city in the 
state, he saU, it is big enough and 



importint enough to own media. 

He claimed that Cox was ready 
to buy out the k>cal owners in that 
company, that VBTV had two elec- 
tronic engineers capable of designing 
a TV system, and while Cox " has 
not invested a dime," VBTV already 
has spent $100,000. SharehoUers in 
the firm are legally bound to invest 
money in the company. 
, Jf^nJl^Mfis. ott^t,MiddleAtlaiiUc, 
Networks Association saU VBTV will 
purchase the most sophlstictted 
eqtdpment and exceed FCC standards. 
He, in turn, challenged Cox's finan- 
cial ability, claiming Cox was spread 
too thin over numerous projects.

Councilman Robert B. Cromwell, 
Jr., questioned Lovett on an earlier 
remark that VBTV wooUn't be a 
threat to k>cal nesw media. Crom- 
well said that "many of us feel that 
local news is dominated now and that 
the prospect of competitton is not 
discouragtag." 



Councilman John R. Griftid noted 
that VBTV has proposed a schedule 
of more film than news.

His 
ship, Tbe Northern Bark Dictator, 
carried a load of pine lumber.

In the middle of March, the ves- 
sel encountered a hurricane oft tbe 
coast of Cape Hatteras. Tbe ship be- 
gan to leak and the pumps failed. 
March 27, at approximately 10 a.m., 
the Northern Bark Dictator ran 
aground at Virginia Beach. Rncae 
attempts failed because of violrat 
winds and surf. 

Four crewmen managed to reach 
safety in a life boat. Just before 
dark, Jorgensen lasbed his son to 
bis side and dove into tbe surf, 
promising to return for bis wife. 
A sailor named Jean Baptiste tried 
to swim ashore with Mrs. Jorgensen 
in a final effort before tbe ship-was 
destroyed by tbe surf. 

Rescuers pulled Jorgensen's un- 



conscious body from the surf later 
that evening. Tbe bodies of bis wife 
and son washed ashore the follow- 
ing day. The lifure head from tbe 
Northern Bark Dictator washed 
ashore later. 

The peq>le of Virginia Beach were 
so touched that they placed the figure 
'bead on i6th Street as a memorial 
to thai Norwegians that bad lost their 
life in^ls tragic accident.

Portion vacated 

Over objections of Pinewood Gardens residents. City 
Council has voted to vacate only a portion of an unimprov- 
ed 50- foot street. 

The ordinance approved reduced the street vacated 
from 2763.83 feet to 2556.83 feet to reserve rights of way 
for a future road. Residents wanted the whole road vacated 
and suggested the city take the road through city-owned 
Rose Hall property instead of through the unvacated por- 
tion of the street which would necessite putting the road 
through property owned by Don Paul.

The 1976 session of the General-Assembly has adjourn- 
ed. Permit me to share with you a few of the highlights 
concerning some of the legislation with which I have been 
most directly involved. 

Virginia Beach - Norfolk Expressway Study Commis- 
sion 

I am pleased to have been able to draft the legislation 
creating this Commission. Hopefully, tjie Commission's 
accomplishments will Include the following: 

(1) Early retirement of the toll road bonds thereby per- 
mitting the road to be toll free at that time. 

(2) Providing commuter tickets resulting in lower costs 
for regular users. 

(3) Expressway expansion program to be accomplished 

more quickly. 

Electricity Costs 

A major factor In the cost of electricity is the extremely 
expensive power generating facilities. I was able to patron 
legislation requiring prior approval by the State Corpora- 
tion Commission before major new facilities, like nuclear 
power plants, can be built. Also, hereafter, eachelectrlc 
utility must submit annually its 5 and 10 years expansion 
plans, so as to assure adequate power generation, but not 
costly overbuilding.

Beach center eye of controversy

Virginia Beach's single biggest project to date, the 
$16 million proposed Arts and Conference Center, has 
attracted comments, queries and objections ranging from 
financing and the possibility of a referendum to aesth- 
etics. 

In an effort to meet the public from all sides, the 
rity .idrninistration has prepared: 

A letter presenting updated figures for projected 
financing of the Center which presents an even rosier 
picture than the presentation of the Virginia Beach 
Development Council. 

A four-page statement answering questions asked at 
meetings with citixen organizations. 

A brief explanation of the Virginia Beach Develop- 
ment Council which was established in 1960 by a group 
of Virginia Beach residents concerned with the econo- 
mic, cultural and recreational needs of the then city 
and county. 



And once again Momlay afternoon Council heard Joel 
Smithy City Council candi(Uite» Mk Copcil to hold a 
referendum on the question. He pointed out that If the 
public was considered competei^ to vote in a referen- 
dum on the construction of a new jail, why couldn't 
the public make an informed decision on the Center. 

In a letter prepared by City Manager George L. 
Hanbury. be said that figures used by the Development 
Council were two years old and the Council In Its study, 
which supports the construction of the Center, did iwt 
anticipate what the construction of the Center would t>e 
and what would be the annial need for finds. 

The City provided $100,000 by general apprc^riation 
on 1975 for the Center and future provisions are anti- 
cipated for $1,281,700 duriiv the fiscal year 1976, 
$1,786,100 in 1977; $6,460,000 in 1971, and $6,372,200 
in 1979 for a total requirement of $16 mUlion. 

The Virginia Beach Development Council's projec- 
tions were through 1995 and totaled $50,315,000. Re- 
vised receipts through 1995 are $57,605,000. Differences 



arise because of the comparison between old estimates 
and actual?,; collections from the one per cent hotel 
and resteuraol tax added to the one per cent. 

Total receipts through 1995 should amount to 
$57,605,000; total expenditures through 1995 to 
$23,459,048, which would amount to a surplus of

of Commerce which represents more than 1,000 firms, 
said the Chamber at its February meeting has reaf- 
firmed Its aw>ro»al of the center and added that Vir- 
ginia Beach could become the cultural center of the 
am. He added that the financing package seemed to 
t>e sufficient and that in al fairness the one pef cent 
tax would have to be rescinded if the center was not 
built.

Hanbury added that the Gibson Brothers who have 
oHered 14 acres of their pn^rty for the center and a 
road, will not extend their offer indefinitely.

Hard core Beach political workrs and followers, the 
beautiful people, a number of elected and would-be politi- 
cians and others swelled the "official public send off" of 
candidate Buddy Riggs a couple of nights ago.

Kelley, who for nine years has been a chemist at 
the Naval Air Rework Facility, is lamUiar with im- 
provising, He has done it with his life. Once an as- 
Idrlng track star with scholarship offers, he now gets 
aroand with the aid of a pair of metal crutches, the 
victim of a progressive fbrm of arthritis called an- 
kylosing spondylitis. The disease, also known as Marie 
Stnunpell arthritis, is very painful and cr^ling.

He has a great deal of praise for the or- 
ganisation which he says deals not only with a person's 
apparent physical needs, but also with his emotional and 
mental needs. Rehabilitation offers a person the means 
to go fr^ a position where be can't perform to one 
where bt can. Thusly, the commmiity benefits as weU 
as the individual. 

Not on ego trip 

Kelley, who prefers discussing the merits of reha- 
bilitation to dlscassing himself, holds a bachelor's 
dasree in eh«nistry from Le Moyne College in Mem- 
pUs. and a nnnter's from Tuskegee Institute in Ala- 



Ht was a professor at the Norfolk division of Vir- 
ginia State College from 1962 until 1965, when bis 
arthritis forced him to give iq> teachii^. 

In 1966, be underwent two q)erations and was hos- 
pitalised for four months. This was followed by ten 
months of pliysical therapy for his spine, right shoul- 
der, ned[ and back muscles. 

By May 1967, he could walk again, with his crut- 
ches, and began lookii^ for employment. With no open- 
ing tor college professors in the Beach area, be turned 
to Industry. 

He foond most employers sympathetic, but reluc- 
tant to hire a handicapped person, even a success- 
fttlly rehabilitated one. The Naval Air Rework Facility

The Sun was the first (and only) paper 
to report council candidate Joel Smith's 
idea of raising the hotel tax by one cent, 
and quite obviously by its prominence, 
vigorously supported the idea. Since our 
Page One exclusive, Virginia Beach inn- 
keepers have taken the message to heart 
and announced they will indeed hike the 
room tax to two cents.

The regulations are expected to take effect after their 
publication in the Federal Register and public comment. 

Owners of improved property as of Octobers, 1975 will 
be eligible for a permit granting one round trip day be- 
tween the hours of 6 and 9 a.m, and 5 and 8 p.m. Each 
permit will cost |90 per year. 

The Interior Department stated that it will terminate 
all vehicular access across the refuge beach after De- 
cember 21, 1979. The Congressmen said they hoped al- 
ternate access could be devised during the four year 
period. 

In their statement forthe Federal Register, the Interior 
Dyitrtmeot saidthat "It has been determined thatthe pro- 
posed modification of the existing regulations is not a ma- 
jor federal action significantly affecting the quality of the 
human environment pursuant to the National Environmen- 
Ul PoUcy Act." 

Funding on route 

Interior added that the Back Bay Wildlife Refuge in 
Virginia Beach will receive additional funding to offset 
the coift of the vehicle permit system "as well as to pro- 
vide fbr increased enforcement generally, in order that 
reftige resource management programs will not be further 
impacted." 

bderior estimated that the new regulations will allow 
approilButely 100 additional permits fbr access. Cur- 
rently, 42 commercial fishermen and permanent residents 
soath of the reftce hold permits. 

For S5 years prior to Uarch 1973, unlimited access 
was allowed across the refuge beach. Because of increas- 
ed traffic, Includingjoyridersand dune buggy enthusiasts, 
the Interior Dqiartment closed the beach to almost all 
traffic. "

Congressman Daniel and Whiteburst worked to mediate 
between local residents and Interior to reach a cmnpro- 
mlse th«t would allow some access to a very limited num- 
ber of proferty owners without opening the refuge to un- 
limited access. 

Both Congressman said they were pleased with the In- 
terior Department's proposed regulations which they de- 
scribed as "a reasonable compromise that remotes a dire 
hardship on a number of our constituents without a harm- 
ful impact on the refuge environment." 

Fee 'txceselve' 

WhitAurst, however, termed the $90 yearly fee "ex- 
ceasive," and indicated that he would urge the Interior 
Department to reduce it substantitally. 

"A fee of DO more than $25 per year should be suf- 
ftciod to cover any administrative costs incurred by In- 
terior in issuing these permits," Whitehurst stated. 

Daniel ncrted that "the Federal Cout in its decision to 
FA. 26 clnrly established that the Department of Interior 
has flie legal right under the provisions ofthe condemna- 
tion act of 1938 to restrict traffic through the refuge. 
Conversely, the Court also ruled that the issuance of cer- 
tain temporary permits was reasonable. Interior's decis- 
is to allow limited access for improved property owners 
is vtthln the siririt and letter of the Court decision." 

miitehurst n<rted that the original law establishing the 
refuge made it clear that the purpose of the refuge was to 
povlde a haven for migratory waterfowl in Back Bay 
itself. These birds are in the Back Bay area during the 
cold months of the year, and the limited number of ad- 
ditional vehicles would be using the beach primarily during 
the warmer months. 

The Congressman added further that the vehicles would 
be restricted to the hard sand at the ocean's edge, which 
is a considerable distance from Back Bay itself, and thus 
would not interfere with the stated purpose of the refuge 
in any way.

Fisherman happy 

The changes, announced 
by the Department of Con- 
servation and Economic 
Development, which oper- 
ates the Tournament as one 
phase of the State's salt 
water sport fishing pro- 
* motion program, were re- 
commended by Claude Ro- 
gers, director of the tour- 
nament, after discussions 
with members of the Tour- 
nament Committee. Beach 
fishermen are happy with 
most of them. 

The event is based at 
25th and Pacific at Vir- 
ginia Beach. And interest 
to this point has been high, 
according to Beach 
anglers, who are hoping 
to take borne the lion's 
share of the watery spoils. 




The higher minimums 
for black drum and gray 
trout were recommended 
because of the marked in- 
crease in thenuirter of 
Citation-size fish of both 
species registered in re- 
cent Tournaments. 

Of the 5,040 Citations 
awarded in the 1975 Tour- 
nament, 1,370 were award- 
ed for black drum weigh- 
ing 60 pounds or more.

Citations in the annual six- 
month contest. The Con- 
test was extended to sev- 
en months in 1969 and the 
list of eligible species now 
includes 22 of tb@ more 
popular marine gamefish 
taken from Virginia wat- 
ers. ' 

There is no Tournament 
entry fee and an angler 
may , weigh his catch at 
^ any -ot \jtk*i 100-plfs ot- 
-flcia^^ weighing sktions 
strategically located 
throughout the Beach. 



In the Tournament's 18 
years, more than 54,000 
coveted four-color Cita - 
tion plaques have been aw- 
arded ■ to- anglers - re- 
gistering outstanding cat- 
ches.

A tired teacher

For some, the marathon is competitive. 

They run to win. 

But for the others, the majority of runners, the 26- 
mile race is a chance to participate, to know the joy 
of finishing a grueling event, to push their bodies to 
the physical limit with no chance at a trt^y, no hope 
for headline glamour. 

One such runner is Mitch Hammonds, a 25-year- 
bld teacher from Virginia Beacb. Hammonds finished 
the marathon in just over four hours, more than an 
hour and a half after the leader. "I had never run a 
race of that length before," be said, "but I'm looking 
forward to next year already." 

Mitch's wife Candy, who prefors tiding her bike to 

hiii at the end. I donSft^/'l^llilvHke that." 

Mitch felt pretty ragged at the finish. "When I hit 
the last stretch on the boardwalk, I wis just trying 
to keep going," he recalled, "and when I crossed the 
finish-line, all I could do was look for a place to fall 
down. And down I went." 

Its hard to believe that someone would do this volun- 
tarily. "When I finished I couldn't move, I was in so 
much pain," said Hammonds. "If they had suj^lied oxy- 
gen, I would have used it." 

What does a marathon runner think about for four 
hours alone? Hammonds explained. "For the first 13 
miles, I took in the scenery. For the next 13 miles, I 
just concentrated on finishing. I really didn't know what 
was going on." 

Exhilarating as the marathon was, there were low 
points. "It hurt when the little kid (10 year-old Winston 
Brown) passed me. Also, seeing the leader pass me 
going the other way (because of the route) didn't help 
me any. 1 just looked at him and he looked at me." 

Hammonds, who finished lOOtb, bad moments of doubt. 
"I wanted to quit after 15 miles, but I figured why not 
go on, its only 11 more miles." Only 11 miles more. 
That's still a hefty distance by most standards. 

He teaches a variety of subjects at Coleman Place 
Elementary School, where he is often mistaken for a 
P.E. instructor. He is also working for a master's 
degree in guidance counseling at Old Dominion Uni- 
versity, and is a member of the Sigma Nu fraternity. 
Somehow, Hammonds finds time to run five miles a day. 

"I run to keep in shape," he said, "because you don't 
need a swimming pool or any fancy equipment. All you 
need i& a pair of shoes. " 



Shoes, or rather socks, was the source of one pro- 
blem, he encountered. "1 wore two pairs of socks. 
That was a mistake. One pair bunched up and i^ve me 
blisters," he said. 

One time along the way, Hammonds was offered water 
from a lady with a hose. "It was ice-cold and tasted 
great. I even poured it down my back. I guess I stayed 
there for two minutes." 

Some runners didn't have the stamina that Hammonds 
displayed. He remembered, "I passed four or five guys 
who were out of it. One guy was on his back with his 
legs in the air, obviously with bad cramps. Another 
was on his face not moving. I must have looked pretty 
bad myself. I had five people offer me a rlite." 

But he kept on running, even though 99 harriers 
finished before him. He lost nine pounds and had to 
soak his feet before going to bed. And he couldn't 
sleep because of the pain. Yet despite the soreness, 
despite the distant finish, despite the loneliness of the 
event, Hammonds remains undaunted and proud. 

"I didn't go out there to beat anybody, I went out there 
to finish. But," he added, "its a shame not everyone 
could make it."

Council presents new budget

A $123,073,590 budget for fiscal year July 1, 1976 
"to June 30 1977 was presented to City Council at a 
special meeting Tuesday morning. 

Although the budget contains no increase in the rate 
of taxes in any category, it represents a 13.8% increase 
over the adopted budget tor the current year. 

The biggest share of the appropriations $53,511,330 
or 43.5%) will go towards school operations with the 
remdnder divided as follows: 

City operations $51,564,813 or 41.9% utility opera- 
tions $6,488,337 or 5.3% city debt retirement $4,227,460 
or 3.4% school debt retirement $3,970,976 or 2mm 
3.2% and utility debt retirement $3,312,674 or 3.7%. 

Revenue sources are: 

The Commonwealth $40,347,101 or 32.8%; general 
property taxes $33,615,424 or 27.3%; other local sour- 
ces such as fines, licenses, sale of property $20,219,290 
or 16.4%; other local taxes $18,176,000 or 14.8%; use 
of unappropriated funds (1975-76) $6,195,073 or 5% 
and Federal Government $4,520,702 or 3.7%: 

In presenting the budget City Manager George L. 
Hanbury pointed out \\iaX the school budget shows the 
lowest percentage of increase in several years which 
' in turn has resulted in the city's budget showing the 
lowest percentage of increase fbr schools in three 
years. In addition, Hanbury said that State has recogni- 
zed its responsibility to education this year resulting 
in the lowest increase in local share (4.9%) "fii stmie 
time." 

Depends on population 

Hanbury hinged the budget increase on an Increase 
in population of 3.5% and an inflationary spiral of 
9.1% for 1975 and 7-8% projected for 1976. 

Included in the budget are $12,000 for the opening 
of the Farmers market; $71,847 for the opening of 
the Great Neck Library, and $141,400 for the opening 
of Virginia Beach's first recreation center in KMPS- 
VILLE. 

.Hanbury also recommended a 5% general pay increase 
M<r1ill city employees beginning Oct. 1 to offset some 
of the rise in the cost of living during the last year 
of 9.1% Step increases for school personnel and merit 
increases for city employees, however will put the average 
increase at 7.5%. 

The budget also contemplates the hiring of 272 em- 
ployees of which 101 are Concentrated Employment 
Training Act (CETA) employees and increase of 191 
school employees of which 13 are CETA employees.. 

The budget, is predicated on the assumptions that 
the tax oil hotel-motel rooms and meals and restaurants 
imposed last July will continue, that the City will re- 
ceive Federal impact funds (for schools) and that tile 
water and sewer fuul will be self-supporting. 

Although Hanbury termed the real estate tax as

"r^ressive," it will continue to be the largest since 
local tax revenue Item "until the Legislature allows 
localities to have more diversification in taxing." The 
real estate tax burdens those on a fixed income, as 
higher assessments are made compatible with infla- 
tionary prices and deters property owners from in- 
proving their property. 

The City has tried to help, he said, with tax exemp- 
tions for the elderly and land use taxation so people 
will tuA be "taxed out of existence. " 

Virginia Beach, however has the lowest real estate 
tax ill the Tidewater area and one of the lowest in the 
State. Virginia Beach taxes^,>t 90 cents per $100 
valuation while Norfolk's taxis $1.62 and Chesapeake's 
1.S9. The next lowest in the area is in Newport News 
where the tax is $1.35. 

Among cities with over 200,000 population Virginia 
Beach is 15th lowest in the nation in real estate true 
tax rate which Hanbur attributes to the diversified 
economy of the city including tourism, agriculture, the 
military, building, manufacturing and warehousing and 
retail and wholesale sales. 

Virginia Beach also has the lowest real estate tax— 
$2.70 per $100 compared to $3.18 in Chesapeake; $4 
in Norfolk and Portsmouth and $5.40 in Newport News. 

The additional 1% tax added to the 2% tax on hotel- 
motel room, meals and restaurants will account for 
$778,000 of which $100,000 was spent for architec- 



tural drawings for the proposed Convention and Fine 
Arts Center with the remainder available for services 
to the city. Hanbury estimates that $873,000 will be col- 
lected |n 1976-77 from the 15 Increase of which $40,000 
will be used to retire any debt incurred for the Center. 

Among increases in personnel recommended were: 

Six additional correctional officers, two sanitarian 
inspectors, two additional teachers and four part-time 
postions converted to full time in Public Health; 15 
new positions in social services, 10 new positions in 
the police Department for a total of 497 and 23 new 
positions in the Fire Department for a total of 187 
employees. 

Hanbury also recommends the elimt.n.ition of the 
summer law student police program creating 42 tem- 
porary positions and replacing them with seven full 
time police officers, and furnishing vehicles for K-9 
officers who have been required to transport their 
dogs in their private vehicles. 

Of the 11 major cities In Virginia, Virginia Beach 
has the fewest employees per 1000 population (10.80) 
of any. Norfolk the most populous city, has 20.26 
employees per 1000 and Richmond,' the second largest 
has 23.65 per 1000. Virginia Beach, third in popula- 
tion has fewer employees than the smallest, Lynchburg, 
which has 11.33 per 1,000 on the city payroll. 

Council will consider the budget at a first reading 
on April 6 at 7:30 p.m. with a public hearing scheduled 



for April 19 at 2 p.m. Mayor J. Curtis Payne said the 
Council "will exert every effort to have all open meeting 
during the discussion of the budget," but did not rule 
out the possibility that some matters might come up 
which would require an executive session. 

Hanbury also told Council that he is making arrange- 
ments to have the tax year coincide with the fiscal 
year running July 1 through June 30.

In discussing the new facility, Cartwright pointed out that 
the taskforce had developed a report built around five al- 
ternate futures for the city, of those five possible futures,

Cartwright also noted that the added one cent tax on 
meals and lodgings that went into effect last July would

The 
development of convention trasiness during the months 
September to May will allow thiS tax to be collected on 
rooms that presently remain empty, and ipeals that cur- 
rently go unsold and uneaten.
